necount of the origin of the school, and 
then pass on to its general working andor 
my own managemont ;— : 


Urigin.—Tho school had its beginning in 
the year 1879, throush tho oxcrtions of] 
tho “Rev. R. Hayward Kidd, Colonial 
Oboplain, who had some ton -or. twelve 
English boys as private pupils. These 
wero tho sons of. persons uttending St.
